bowing tlie Jebusltes had a civilza- 
ttoneiiuni to that of the Israelites two 
.bousand years lulei. 


The Jebusites, in spite of the band- 


leap which might be supposed to ac- 
crue 
from carrying 
such a name 


around, were about the best fighters 
.hat the Jews bad to deal with when 
ihey were conquering Palestine, after 
their forty years' camping trip in tho 
wilderness. These Jebusltes lived in 
and around the ancient city of Jeru- 
salem and they weie nevet driven out 
of it. By and by the Jews were al- 
lowed to come Inside and get the ben- 
efits of town life, but tbe Jebusites 
stayed on the job, and If they finally 
lost political control it was largely be- 
cause the Jewish voting population 
Increased faster than the Jebusltes. 


When Joshua was leading the He- 


brew army and scattering HlttUes, 
Amorltes. Perizzites and Hivites like 
dew before the morning sun, the king 
of the Jebusites, Adoni-zedek, organ- 
ized a league to discourage Hebrew 
immigration. Four other kings joined 
him. 


The inhabitants of Glbeoti, figuring 
that It was better to be a live princi- 
pality than H dead kingdom, had 
made peace with Joshua and against 
them the Jebusite and their allies 
turned at first. The men of Gibeon 
sent a meusenger to Joshua, who bur- 
rled down with his army and made 
the live kings look like a bob-tailed 
flush. Their army 
tied, but they 


couldn't get away from the avenging 
army of Joshua. Joshua called upon 
the Lord, the Bible tells us, and 
God caused the sun and moon to 
stand still so tbat there would be 
plenty of light by which to kill 
Jebusites. 


The five kings, who had not fig- 


ured on a 24-hour contest, ran away 
and TTui in a cave at Makkedah, and 
Joshua had a few camp followers roll 
stones in front of the cave, so he 
could be sure to get tbe kings on bis 
way back, aft«r killing off 
theii 


troops. Finally the wretched mon- 
aicbs were dragged out, and Joshua 
called all the captains of his army 
to put tbeii feet upon the necks of 
the kings, just to show them how 
uneasy lay the head that wore the 
crown. Then Joshua had them stabbed 
and killed and banged on Ave trees. 


The Jebusltes, however, continued 


to live at Jerusalem with members of 
tbe tribes of Benjamin and Judah. 
In two places the Bible speaks of 
theirsticking proclivities. 


"As for tbe Jebusites," says the 


fifteenth chapter of Joshua, sixty- 
third verse, "the Inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem, the children of Judab could 
not drive them out; but the Jebusites 
dwell with the children of Judah at 
Jerusalem unto this dny." 


Finally, however, King David, one 


of the best h'ghteis of whom there Is 
any record, decided he wanted Jeru- 
salem for his capital and he took it 
without much trouble, killing many 
of ita Jebusite defenders. 
When Sol- 


omon became 
king muny of the 


Jebusites weie reduced to a state of 
bondage bordering on serfdom. That 
is tbe last recoul in the Bible of tbe 
Jebusltes. 
But they fought a good 


fight.

Old Lesthar Bottles. 


Leather bottles, or blackjacks, were 


common In -finrope two centuries ago 
The bottles were often made of one 
skin doubled up and closely stitched 
together, leaving aa aperture for the 
neck. The thick piece between was 
inserted for the slip. It was meant to 
be slung at the back, a leather thong 
passed through two loops placed on 
either side of the neck, and it was suf- 
ficiently flat at the base to stand when 
put down 
The stopper was made of 


wood, horn or old leather. A good 
deal of care was required in the prep- 
aration of the leather, which had to be 
oiled and worked with hammers to 
make it supple and then washed with 
a lye so that all the Impurity was en- 
tirely removed, leaving the leather 
.clean and dry- No moisture or air had 
any effect m It
